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THE  GOLDEN  MEDALLIONS 
OF  THE  QUARTER  CENTURY  CLUB 
By  Gene  Johnson  - WNWA 

With  the  1986  Sheboygan 
Coin  Club/NOW  convention  to 
be  held  in  Kohler  Wisconsin, 
a showcase  is  set  for  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  numisma- 
tic items  this  writer  has 
ever  owned,  the  "Kohler  Med- 
allion. " 

The  Kohler  Company,  of 
Kohler,  Wisconsin,  is  the 
country's  largest  supplier 
of  air  cooled  engines  for 
outdoor  powered  equipment 
and  second  largest  plumbing- 
ware  manufacturer. 

The  story  of  the  firm's 
handsome  medallion  is  a tale 
of  a century  of  "bold  craft- 
smanship" and  enterprise.  It 
was  an  unlikely  year,  1873, 
to  start  a business  in  prim- 
itive southeastern  Wisconsin. 
A financial  panic  had  begun 
in  September  and  was  follow- 
ed by  a national  depression 
whose  effects  extended  five 
years . A number  of  banks  and 
private  financial  institu- 
tions failed;  trading  was 
halted  on  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange. 

It  was  Dec.  6,  1873, 

when  The  Sheboygan  Wisconsin 
Times  reported  that  the  "Ko- 
hler and  Silberzahn  Company" 
had  purchased  the  J.J.  Voll- 
rath  Iron  & Steel  Foundry, 
9th  St.  and  St.  Clair  Ave. , 
Sheboygan. 

John  Michael  Kohler  had 
immigrated  to  America  in 


1854  at  the  age  of  10  from 
Vorarlberg  province,  western 
Austria,  and  by  1865  was 
working  as  a traveling  sale- 
sman in  Chicago. 

In  1871,  Kohler  moved  to 
Sheboygan,  Wis.,  where  he 
married  Miss  Lillie  Vollrath 
and  worked  in  the  foundry- 
machine  shop  of  her  father. 
The  partnership  of  Kohler 
and  Silberzahn  was  dissolved 
in  1878  when  the  latter  sold 
his  share  in  the  business  to 
two  German  immigrants. 


Under  the  new  name  of 
Kohler,  Hayssen  St  Stehn  Man- 
ufacturing Company,  this  pi- 
oneer mid- western  firm  man- 
ufactured metal  farm  imple- 
ments. When  the  original  pl- 
ant was  destroyed  by  fire  in 
1880,  a new  site  was  acquir- 
ed, at  7th  and  Jefferson 
Sts.,  and  three  years  later 
the  first  enamelware  and 
plumbingware  fixtures  were 
created  by  the  company. 
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"The  Kohler  Quarter  Cen- 
tury Club,"  a worker  recog- 
nition program,  was  begun 
Dec.  23,  1924,  when  14  vet- 
eran employes  were  summoned 
from  their  duties  and  pre- 
sented with  a green  gold 
medallion  pocket  piece  and 
Hamilton  watch  eith  chain 
attached . 

The  medallion  was  uni- 
face in  design  and  looped  to 
fit  the  vest  pocket  across 
from  the  watch.  Kohler  of 
Kohler  News  for  January, 
1925,  described  the  medal- 
lion this  way:  "At  the  end 

of  the  chain  is  a pocket 
piece,  bearing  on  one  side 
the  engraved  name  of  the  ow- 
ner and  on  the  other  side 
the  ’Kohler  Medallion'  with 
the  legend,  "He  Who  Toils 
Here  Hath  Set  His  Mark." 

These  pocket  medallions 
:were  a copy  of  a 4.1/2  foot 
wooden  plaque  handcarved  in 
1918  by  Milton  Thomas  ex- 
pressly for  the  company.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  in 
*1963,  Thomas  was  among  the 
nation's  most  renowned  wood 
carvers . 

With  an  actual  weight  of 
23  to  26  pennyweight,  or  one 
ounce,  and  from  3 to  6 DWT, 
the  14  karat  green  gold  med- 
allions were  struck  through- 
out the  presentation  period, 
1924-68,  by  the  Robbins  Co., 
Attleboro,  Mass.,  and  order- 
ed from  a Sheboygan  jewelry 
f irm. 

Each  medallion  cost  Koh- 
ler $14  in  1924  and  $55  at 
jthe  time  of  discontinuance 
of  the  presentations  in  1968. 

> 


Expense,-  however,  was  not 
the  reason  for  the  termina- 
tion. It  was  merely  that  po- 
cket watches  and  fobs  had 
become  oldf ashioned . 

In  later  years  of  the 
presentation,  wristwatches 
were  given  and  the  medalli- 
ons were  worn  as  pendants  by 
women  employes  and  held  as 
keepsakes  by  male  recipients. 

When  Walter  J.  Kohler  Sr. 
founded  the  Quarter  Century 
Club  in  1924,  he  described 
it  as  "an  association  of  in- 
dividuals, each  of  whom  of 
his  own  free  choice  has  mai- 
ntained for  25  years  or  more 
this  relationship  with  his 
fellow  employes  and  with  the 
company . " 

Because  many  hundreds  of 
the  Kohler  medallions  have 
been  presented  in  a 44  year 
period,  it  is  doubtful  they 
ever  will  become  an  exonuma- 
tic  rarity.  The  attractive 
golden  medallion  of  the  Qua- 
rter Century  Club  must  be 
viewed  for  what  it  was,  an 
important,  meaningful  em- 
ploye accomplishment  marker 
in  a great  company.

UNDERSTAND  GOLD  JEWELRY 

As  more  and  more  gold 
jewelry  turns  up  in  bourse 
cases  at  Wisconsin  coin  sh- 
ows, a primer  on  jewelry  is 
probably  in  order. 

You  must  not  go  into  the 
gold  jewelry  market  now 
without  basic  knowledge  of 
what  you're  buying  in  terms 
of  karats,  finishings,  and 
alloys . 

Pure,  solid  gold  is  24 
karats-too  soft  to  be  used 
by  itself  in  jewelry.  It 
must  be  alloyed  with  other 
metals  for  strength  and  har- 
dness. 

If  a piece  of  jewejry  is 
marked  14  karat,  or  "14  K" , 
it  has  14  parts  of  pure  gold 
to  10  parts  of  alloy.  Or,  as 
a percentage,  it  is  58.5 
percent  gold.  If  the  jewelry 
is  18  karat  gold,  it  con- 
tains 18  parts  of  pure  gold 
to  six  parts  of  alloy. 

Nothing  less  than  10 
karats  can  be  called  "gold" 
or  "karat  gold",  under  U.S. 
government  regulations.  Many 
experts  agree  that  below  10 
karats,  the  metal  loses  the 
special  characteristics  of 
gold.  There  are  times  when  a 
piece  of  jewelry  will  carry 
the  mark  "585"  or  "750". 
Some  Europeans  - notably  It- 
alians - use  this  marking. 
It  expresses  the  gold  karat- 
age  in  percentages  of  1,000 
(750  equals  18K,  585  equals 
14K)  rather  than  in  the  U.S. 
fractions  of  24.

HOSTING  A SUCCESSFUL 
COIN  SHOW 
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By  Randy  Miller  - WNWA 

I have  tried  to  compile 
a check- list  of  things  to 
remember  when  planning  a lo- 
cal show  to  aid  local  clubs 
in  this  task. 

Even  though  I look  at  it 
from  a vV I club  point  of  view, 
the  basic  guide-lines  are 
adaptable  to  other  areas  as 
well.  The  main  objectives  of 
a local  show  are,  to  enrich 
knowledge  in  numismatics  and 
teach  it  to  others,  and  to 
make  money  for  the  host  club 
to  maintain  it's  activities. 

In  order  to  accomplish 
this,  it  will  require  a ti- 
metable that  each  step  must 
be  completed  within.  It  will 
also  require  a lot  of  volun- 
teer time  and  effort.  A ch- 
airman must  oversee  all  ac- 
tivities and  have  others 
that  handle  specific  details 
while  keeping  him  well  in- 
formed. Depending  on  club 
size,  one  or  more  people 
will  be  needed  to  handle  ad- 
vertising, security,  dealer 
bourse  and  educational  acti- 
vities . 

The  first  step  is  to  set 
the  date  and  location  for 
the  show.  In  WI,  the  state 
organization  provides  a sta- 
te show  co-ordinator  to  aid 
in  the  planning  by  keeping  a 
calendar  of  local  show  dates. 
When  planning  a date,  take 
care  not  to  conflict  with 
other  shows  in  the  area,  or 


major  conventions  nearby.  A 
club  should  pick  the  date  at 
least  6 months  to  a year  in 
advance  and  make  every  eff- 
ort to  keep  the  same  weekend 
every  year.  In  addition, 
each  club  should  respect 
another  club's  choice  of  da- 
tes to  avoid  conflict.  It  is 
also  advisable  to  submit  the 
date  to  Numismatic  News,  Co- 
in World  and  NOW  News  for 
inclusion  in  their  show  cal- 
endars . 


A show  site  must  be  se- 
lected at  the  time  a date  is 
set.  The  site  must  have  sev- 
eral things  available  for 
the  ease  of  the  dealers  and 
public  attending  the  show. 
An  ideal  show  site  would  be 
large  enough  to  house  the 
expected  turn-out,  have  pl- 
enty of  electrical  outlets, 
provide  chairs  and  tables, 
and  be  easily  acceptable 
from  the  highway.  In  addi- 
tion, sites  should  have  rea- 
dily available  restaurants 
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and  motels  for  oat  of  town 
visitors.  Enclose  this  type 
of  information  with  an  easy 
to  read  map  with  the  appli- 
cations. Once  an  acceptable 
site  is  found,  keep  it  from 
year  to  year  if  at  all  poss- 
ible, as  it  helps  to  main- 
tain a stable  annual  show. 

A good  rule  of  thumb  to 
use  in  determining  how  many 
dealers  a hall  will  accomo- 
date is  to  allow  100  square 
feet  per  table.  Make  sure 
there  are  backup  tables, 
electrical  outlets,  and  ch- 
airs for  the  dealers  and  the 
public.  Ashtrays,  table  clo- 
ths, garbage  cans,  coffee 
and  doughnuts  during  set-up 
and  help  to  assist  the  deal- 
ers are  added  extras  that 
help  make  the  show  a success. 

After  the  date  and  show 
are  set,  flyers  and  applica- 
tions should  be  printed  as 
soon  as  possible  so  they  can 
be  distributed  at  local  sho- 
ws and  club  meetings.  Adver- 
tising helps  make  your  show 
a success.  Get  the  collect- 
ors and  public  to  the  show 
as  they  are  the  buyers  and 
sellers.  Start  to  pass  out 
flyers  and  applications  as 
soon  as  possible  at  shows, 
^conventions , dealers  stores 
and  meetings,  and  continue 
to  do  so  until  the  show  date. 
Depending  on  what  the  ad 
Dudget  is,  a 1/4  or  1/2  page 
ad  in  CSNS  and  NOW  for  the 
Ind  issue  before  the  show 
hnd  a 1/2  to  full  page  ad  in 
the  issue  immediately  before 
:he  show,  are  good  advert is- 
.ng  tools. 


Dealer  mailings  should 
be  made  approximately  4 mon- 
ths in  advance  of  the  show. 
Mailings  should  include  date, 
site,  address  and  time  of 
the  show  as  well  as  time  for 
dealer  set-up,  (usually  two 
hours  before  it  is  open  to 
the  public).  Include  infor- 
mation on  any  rules  the  host 
club  may  have  and  any  speci- 
fic features  such  as  an  auc- 
tion or  an  ANACS  table,  as 
well  as  information  on  mo- 
tels and  restaurants  in  the 
area. 

A method  for  getting  a 
good  public  mailing  list  is 
to  offer  free,  inexpensive 
door  prizes  with  everyone 
registering  at  the  door  with 
name  and  address.  Save  all 
the  slips  and  you  have  a 
mailing  list  of  people  who 
have  attended  your  show.  To 
keep  this  list  updated,  do 
this  at  every  show,  and  then 
approximately  2 weeks  prior 
to  the  next  show,  send  out  a 
flyer. 

If  the  show  is  a special 
event  or  is  occuring  in  an 
anniversary  year,  write  a 
press  release  and  submit  it 
to  area  papers,  its  free  ad- 
vertising. 

About  3 months  before 
the  show  arrange  for  secur- 
ity. Local  police  auxiliary, 
private  security  firms,  or 
the  county  or  local  police 
could  be  hired.  Also  notify 
area  law  enforcement  agen- 
cies, as  they  can  intensify 
their  patrols  of  the  area 
the  day  of  the  show.

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Also  at  this  time  send 
reminders  to  Numismatic  News 
and  Coin  World.  If  your  club 
is  an  ANA  member,  you  can 
get  the  show  listed  free  in 
The  Numismatist  show  calen- 
dar. Krause  Publications  has 
a display  they  take  to  shows 
and  set  up  if  the  request  is 
made.  Coin  World  will  also 
send  free  copies,  subscrip- 
tion blanks  and  other  aids 
for  the  asking.  In  addition 
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you  may  place  ads  in  Numis- 
matic News  and  Coin  World 
one  or  two  weeks  before  the 
show.  Submit  these  ads  about 
one  month  before  the  news- 
paper date  that  you  want 
them  to  appear  in.  In  add- 
ition, a few  classified  ads 
in  the  local  shopper  and 
daily  papers  are  also  adver- 
tising tools  to  be  used  for 
approximately  two  weeks  be- 
fore the  show  date.  Finally, 
about  two  weeks  before  the 
show,  arrange  for  a public 
service  announcement  on  rad- 
io and  TV  stations  in  the 
area.  Give  the  date,  site, 
time  and  a brief  description 
of  the  show,  including  if  it 
is  or  isn't  free  to  the  pub- 
lic. Paid  radio  ads  are  op- 
tions also,  but  I have  not 
found  them  to  be  cost-effec- 
tive. Additional  points  to 
remember:  allow  plenty  of 
money  in  your  budget  for 
postage:  Check  the  hall  pri- 
or to  dealer  set-up  to  in- 
sure proper  set-up:  keep  a 
dealer  and  advertising  list 
with  addresses  for  next  yea- 


rs committee:  check  local 
2nd  hand  purchase  ordinances 
and  inform  dealers  of  any 
problem  areas:  a free  give 
away  for  the  children,  such 
as  a penny  folder  with  a few 
wheats  in  helps  to  stimulate 
numismatic  interest  in  you- 
th: after  spending  time  and 
money  for  advertising,  char- 
ging admission  at  the  door 
may  discourage  the  people 
from  attending!  ? 

This  article  is  not  in- 
tended to  be  all-inclusive, 
but  is  to  be  used  as  a guide 
in  planning  and  running  a 
profitable  show.  Good  luck 
with  your  shows! 


GOLD  STANDARD  — The 
monetary  system  used  by  the  entire 
world  until  1968.  Under  a gold 
standard,  countries  back  their  paper 
currencies  with  gold.  That  is,  each 
government  agrees  to  buy  and  sell 
gold  at  a fixed  price  in  terms  of  its 
paper  currency.  For  example,  before 
1933,  the  U.S.  government  bought 
and  sold  gold  at  the  fixed  price  of 
approximately  twenty  dollars  an 
ounce.  Anyone  owning  twenty  dollars 
in  cash  could  exchange  that  twenty 
dollars  for  one  ounce  of  gold. 
Similarly,  anyone  owning  one  ounce 
of  gold  could  sell  that  ounce  to  the 
U.S.  government  for  twenty  dollars 
cash.  There  were  several  forms  of  the 
gold  standard;  each  of  them  tied 
currency  to  gold  in  a manner  similar 
to  the  one  described  above.

Karat  golds  are  avail- 
able in  yellow,  red,  pink, 
green  and  white-with  the  co- 
lor variations  made  by  vary- 
ing the  proportions  of  cop- 
per, nickel,  zinc  and  silver 
in  the  alloy. 

Fashion  jewelry  may  be 
gold-plated,  gold-electro- 
plated, or  gold  washed.  Th- 
ese items  are  defined  by  law 
according  to  the  percentage 
of  real  gold  in  the  jewelry. 

Gold-filled  jewelry  is 
rated  between  karat  and  cos- 
tume jewelry  and  is  made  by 
mechanically  bonding  gold 
layers  to  a base  metal  such 
as  copper.  It  must  have  a 
fineness  of  10  karats  or 
better;  the  outer  layer  must 
be  at  least  one- twentieth  of 
the  total  weight.  Thus,  if  a 
14-karat  layer  has  been  used, 
the  jewelry  should  be  marked 
"14  K gold  filled." 

Rolled  gold  plate  des- 
cribes high-quality  costume 
jewelry.  Manufactured  by  the 
same  method  as  gold-filled 
jewelry,  the  gold  layer  is 
less  than  one- twentieth  the 
total  weight. 

Gold  electroplate  is 
jewelry  that  has  been  elect- 
rolytically  coated  with  at 
least  seven  millionths  of  an 
inch  of  karat  gold.  If  the 
gold  coating  is  thinner,  the 
jewelry  should  be  labeled 
"gold  washed"  or  gold  flash- 
ed . 

The  key  to  all  gold  jew- 
elry: look  for  that  karat 
stamp !
